This eomplotes tlie work begun 
by the former Premier, 31. SValdeck 
iLOUsseaii, in ]i)01. 

The lirst law supprossod the inian- 
lliori'/.eii teacliiiig i)t the orders, which 
liad for a liuig time carried on theic 
vocation iles)iite the Jack of legal sane- 
lion. The new law does iiol make (li.s- 
'tinclioiis between atithori/.ed and nn- 
iauthorized coiigregiilions, but Hwccps 
away the whole fabric of teiiehiiig by 
religions orders, thus,, in effect, mibsli- 
tiitiiig tlie system of stale >seliiiols for 
those heretofore eomlueted bv the or- 
ders. 

lU'sidcs ulYeeiiiig me eiiiieational sys- 
tem, the passage of the bill is the 
uchieveineut of the principal work un- 
dertaken by Premier Cooinbo>s and it 
is believed that the Premier will now 
Ivoluiiliirily retire.

Miss Walsh 
plays stnuigly aud well; better, in fact, 
tli'an she has ever before ibeeu seen to 
play ill Victoria. 

"Kesnrreelion" gives fine .scope for 
the portrayal of the emotions, esiieciaiiy 
uaei weepy ones, and several strokes 
brought ilown tlie gallery wiui tbuiulers 
of aiipliiuse, es-pecially waere .sly diga 
'Were dealt the csocial fahrle aiid riie 
cjiiuiuielious Itus'Jiiin aristocracy. It is, 
of couwe, a -lilay of strong contrast; 
the palace anui tlie iirisuu; die liocspital 
Uis'iHjnbury and tin.- salon; the splendors 
of marble imils^ and me wild, wuury 
lu-'ustes or the Siberian steppes; .brilliant 
lusuriahee and abundance, oiiid euiver- 
ing, uibpeless .want, and' ijiiaery.. 

Out o'f • those blocks tlie ■ iVuzzlo pic- 
ture, of ."Itesut-rectiou" is t>uiit np, Uie 
rewurrectiou being toe oawn of better 
things an a wonuiii who Jias tastea tne 
netiierinosc dregs of life s lees; who has 
gone down to beastly aoandoiiment, 
oui who, rlirougii tbe efforts of iier re- 
I'eiuant priueely betrayer, rises to a 
liei-lu of mor::l grainlenr lr..in' wuicli: she 
can temper llie arileiu oiler ot sac'rwice 
tiaarnagcj made by her princely i'Mcr, 
ami sen.i l:;n; au.iy wiiii Her tenner 
larewells ringing and mingling in his 
ears and heart with the .-nveet f.Jiigs 
of I'J-.isier morn, back to his iiaiac' nonie 
in liussla, while sac wainlers on to 
i'iu> •|iri,.oimd' (ic|iths oi Jiniiiaii inis.'ry 
and despair in ^ll,.•l•ia l.'ltima.

gin, uses on the canvas. 

iMiss Walsh deserves high praise for 
her interjn-ethtion of the part, a tiarsh 
ajid exc<>edliigiy trying one, wlucdi sue 
played with power and great grace. 

Mllce Dmitri Xeckliilidoff was plav- 
cd hy Mr. Alexander von Mitzel with 
intich 'feeling and skill. It is not an 
eas-y part, and tbe somewhat lengthy 
solilo(inie.si are dangorous stuif, not to 
•ineiitioa the several lachrymose speeches 
w.ldch flia prince is coiii'iiulleil to make. 
'This s.»rt of thing is not done nearly 
so .well in .\niorica as it is in the P>rii- 
ish theatres; a posl-gra<!aate course at 
which would nii.irlitily improve the c-tyle

And further, that the ac- 
count of the master of tlii> Vermont as to 
the position of his 3h'p and his stalemenls 
generally, should be accepted, seeing that 
they are corroborateil by the speed and 
time of towage, tint llial on tin- I'ontrary, 
the story of the master of the Abby Palm- 
er regarding the alleged elglit-mlle drift 
backward, and bis position, and otherwise, 
IS unrcllatilc. And further, 'that the 
master of the Vermont, though there was 
great danger and risk under the eircuni- 
.stances of fmiUn;,' bis screw with the 
liawsi-r, whii-h wonlii have placed his 
ship and cargo (valued at $3"i<),(X»0) In a 
liosltlon of peril, performed the salvage 
services as a wlude and haiidleil his ship 
throughout In n highly creditable and sea- 
manllko manner. And further, that the 
contention that the barque could have been 
rcHercd by the sailing ship, stated to have 
been signalled, Is rejected, 

Havtiis regard to the foregoing findings, 
and .tiiose facts whicli are undisputed, 
what sum .should be awarded? Hut /before

(1(111. Kaeh of thcje lots o£ apples haa turi>- 1 
cil out well, and la point ot coudltlon and 
appeii ranee, although perhaps not quite 
peifect, far lu advauce of what "would liavo 
-been vxpeoted of suoh fruit but a short 
time hack. But the growers in that part 
(if the wbrld,^ 08 elsewhere, liavi; come; 
l(j understand what Is required to makei 
their produce ncceiitable and saleaTjle In 
the British markets. Tlio AKcnt-General 
was Kood enough to sonil us some samples 
lit the (jonsiBiimeiit received 'by himself, 
anil we liave iKi hesUatlou hi saying thai 
ilieso fruits were aliiiust as good as they 
could bo, and coming upon our markets at , 
u time when good fruit Is scarce, such pro- 
duce was most valuable. The two small 
shliunents, each 500 cases (ctiual to an . 
AmerUau oar-load), which -wore sent (in ' 
private account, realized, wo nndcr.siaiid, 
excellent jirices. It Is uratlfylug to lis in 
all tlm.s to aciiiialiit iiiiu'ket salesmen of 
the .Miiirco of fresh supplies of produce, and 
imrtlciilarly when these are within tlie 
hounds of our Empire. In this regard, 
therefore, the outlook for !l continuance of 
tlie supplies to which we are so accustomed 
.'^ecms Increasingly sure from the fact that 
dtrlllsh Columbia will, In seasons to come, 
ibe refiily to meet a portion ot our omiilvor- 
iiiis leiiulremeutfl. 

'I'lie harder Horts of apples which were ■ 
sent, such ns .Spltzonburg, Vandevore, 
Italley .Sweet- and Talman Sweet,, were ■ 
grown In J^ytton, at the junction of the 
Thompson and Frascr rivers. In the Okan- 
agau valley. In Central British Columbia, 
and the softer varieties, which -were un- 
fortunately sent unnamed (one of which 
was comparable -with our own I'easgood 
^(oiisucli.) were grown on Vancouver Isl- 
and. When It Is remctnberod that this 
irult can be delivered la 'London w-ltliln 
a month after shipment In British C'ohim- 
lila, there 's a good prospect for largo 
sendlngs, although those would, of course, 
have til meet competition from the Ameri- 
can sapplles. It Is not to "be expected that 
the shipments will be Imniedlately largo, 
as the bulk ot the frnlt at present grown 
Is easily disposed of In the mining towns 
iif r.rltlsh Co'.nmibia nnd In the great 
w-lieat-L-riiwlng districts ot the Xorlliwest
